Bury The Dead 

f\F ALL the signs of a post-war recrudes- 

" cence of youth and of the spirit and 

jjmorgl^pf youth none is as outstanding as 

^l^Srilliant compréhension of the simple 
fundamental philosophy of the joy of "just 
living" as depicted in Irwin Shaw's "Bury 
the Dead." Here at last is youth, fed-up 
with sophistication and stagnation, throw- 
ing off the shackles of a blind convention- 
ality and mockeiw, and crying its right to 
live a norma! life. How the disease of war 
brought to tile emaciated bodies of six 
dead mj^j^th^ realization that life itself 
is the priiùlTî'y function and only reward 
of man and that any condition resulting 
ïrom sickncsB, .social or individual, which 
deprives man of this right, is the only 
cause worth fighting against, was vehe- 
mently portrayed In the toneleas mono- 
tones of these derelicts of a society gone 
wild. 

Here if-; a very pungent message for 
bewildered college students who are 
searching in the far^ff green fields of 
erudition for an elixir of life which is out 
of sight Ixîcause of its very proximity. 
Shaw, an example of the ordinary Ameri- 
can uiiaergi'aduate, thinker and football 
plaj'er, has clearly shown that men under 
the hand of death suddenly understand the 
.simple meaning of life. Can we not realize 
tiii» vita! fact without having it irretriev- 
ably lost in the realization. The plcasui-e 
of existence is in cxietcncey not lu some 
distant Utopia. 

The very spiritual sterility of our age 
is tlift n;fiull of our frantic Hearcliing for

intellect which invarialjly turn back upon 
and claim their own and it is only in 
this claiming that we fully understand 
the true ideal of life and then it is too late.

College is In the 
end but a means to help u.s to realize more

of life is in the living, 

Shaw iK to Ixi .sincerely congi'atulated 
for hi.s reni;u-k;iljle iii.siglit into tlii.s prob- 
lem, as well a.s for the ci-cative spirit he 
infuses in his work. Aj-ti.stically splendid, 
■^is play delves dec))er than art, Into thè 
iXèry philosophy of man's nature, of which 
ijrt itself can only he an «expression.
